Liberal boss resigns 
after party’s major 
defeat in election

Alberta Opposition Leader Kevin 
Taft told reporters that he isn't a 
career politician when he an¬ 
nounced he is stepping down as 
head of the Liberal party yester¬ 
day after suffering a major de¬ 
feat at the hands of voters. 

"It's just time for somebody 
like me, who has not, and never 
has, thought of myself to be a ca¬ 
reer politician, to open the door 
for somebody else," said Taft. 

Taft, however, says he will 
still continue to raise several is¬ 
sues with the Tory government 
as a Liberal MLA for Edmonton- 
Riverview and said he hasn't

ruled out running for the next 
election years from now 

Taft has been pondering his 
future since the March 3 elec¬ 
tion that resulted in the cash- 
strapped Liberals losing nearly 
half of their caucus, dropping to 
nine seats from 16 in the 83-seat 
legislature. 

The Grit leader also took an 
unusual two-week vacation dur¬ 
ing a busy spring session last 
month, but Taft said earlier it 
was a holiday that was impossi¬ 
ble to change with travel agents. 

"My biggest regret, well pretty 


obviously not doing better in the 
election this spring," said Taft. 

And he says it will be up to 
the party to decide when they 
would like him to step aside, 
but he would prefer that it hap¬ 
pen sometime before January 
2009. 

Grant Dunlop, the Liberals' 
party president, said plans for a 
leadership contest could be set¬ 
tled after an internal board 
meeting two weeks from now. 

Alberta New Democrat Leader 
Brian Mason wished Taft well, 
saying he has been in "politics for 
all the right reasons." 

"Mr. Taft did a very good job 
on behalf of his party and on be¬ 
half of Albertans," said Mason. 

Premier Ed Stelmach chose 
not to make a statement about 
Taft's announcement, said a 
spokesman with his office.

Restau¬ 
rants can be searched by 
name, dty, or alphabetically.

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City waste fuels 


$ 70 M facility for 
producing biofuel 
coming in 2010

Edmonton is pioneering the 
world's first industrial scale 
municipal waste to ethanol 
facility which will take trash 
from your can and turn it 
into gas for your tank. 

"Edmonton could be the 
first city on the continent to 
have 90 per cent waste di¬ 
version from its landfills," 
said Don Pierce, president of 
Greenfield Ethanol's Ad¬ 
vanced Biofuels Group, one 
of the businesses involved in 
the project. 

The $70 million facility.

expected to be completed in 
late 2010, will take one ton of 
garbage and turn it into 360 
litres of ethanol. 

Edmonton is chipping in 
$50 million of that, with the 
Alberta government putting 
in an additional $20 million. 

The facility is expected to 
produce 36 million litres of 
biofuels per year and reduce 
Alberta's carbon dioxide 
footprint by more than 6 mil¬ 
lion tons. 


Ethanol is much cleaner 
alternative to gasoline. It has 
been the subject of recent 
controversy because the corn 
and wheat used to make the 
ethanol uses up farmland, 
driving food prices up. 

That won't be a problem 
here; all the ethanol pro¬ 
duced here is made from 
garbage like wood, paper and 
plastics that are not recycla¬ 
ble, explained Vincent Chor- 
net. President of Enerkem, 
which provided the technol¬ 
ogy for the project. 

The project is the latest in a 
long line of Edmonton based 
environmental initiatives. 

"Edmonton is the only city 
in Alberta to produce elec¬ 
tricity from landfills," 
pointed out Mayor Stephen 
Mandel.

Pine beetles survive 
despite cold winter 


Artist's exhibit in 
memory of victims 
of 'survival sex'

Fifty women who disappeared 
off the streets of Vancouver's 
lower east side may be gone, 
but the haunting memory of 
their lives that most tried to 
ignore live loud and clear. 

A Roomful of Missing 
Women is a bone-chilling yet 
captivating look at the reality 
of life in the shadows, and is 
human condition artist Betty 
Kovacic's tribute to the mem¬ 
ory of the missing women, 
most of whom were victims of 
what she calls "survival sex." 

"The reality of their lives 
does not make them any less 
significant than anyone else, 
and it is my really strong be¬ 


lief that people, regardless if 
we understand their hfestyle, 
need to be kept safe." 

The exhibit, which takes 
up an entire room in the 
basement of the Stanley Mil¬ 
ner Library, runs through the 
course of The Works, which 


ends Wednesday. 

For six years, the Prince 
George native created images 
of 50 missing women, some of 
whom have been found dead, 
but most of whom seem to 
have completely disappeared. 

'All of a sudden, it hit me 


that they'll never get a 
chance to realize the dreams 
that other people had." 

Paintings of the women hne 
the room, their eyes staring 
inward to 50 danghng blow¬ 
up dolls, shrouded in black 
cloaks, wearing sashes with 
childhood dreams scrawled in 
gold, to signify importance. 

"Fifty represent their phys¬ 
ical reality, and the dreams 
are dreams of women, in¬ 
cluding ones involved in sur¬ 
vival sex and women who 
were related to some of the 
(missing)," Kovacic said. 

"Sex dolls are a perfect 
symbol for society's objectifi¬ 
cation of the women to un¬ 
feeling, unlovely, unreal, 
disposable objects. I thought, 
somehow, we need to con¬ 
nect the fact that these peo¬ 
ple we see here are just the 
same as we are."

Weather didn't kill 
them off as hoped

Mountain pine beetle popu¬ 
lations have con¬ 
tinued to thrive in 
Alberta despite a 
cold snap that saw 
temperatures dip 
below -30 C ear¬ 
lier this year, says 
the provincial 
government. 

"Pine beetles may be here to 
stay in Alberta," Sustainable 
Resource Minister Ted Mor¬ 
ton said yesterday in a release. 

"We have to work harder 
to manage infestations and 
ensure that problems remain 
low. Scientists are still telling 
us that strong action at this 
time can be an effective tool 


to control their spread in our 
forests." 

Surveys conducted by Sus¬ 
tainable Resource Develop¬ 
ment in May and June 
showed that a high number 
of the pests survived after re¬ 
searchers earlier 
predicted the ex¬ 
tremely cold 
weather would 
kill them off 
A high number 
of the bugs sur¬ 
vived in south¬ 
western Alberta, 
along with clusters in north¬ 
ern and west-central areas of 
the province, said SRD. 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment says the bugs have 
threatened the health of six 
million hectares of pine for¬ 
est in Alberta since the infes¬ 
tation began in 2006.

What you need to know about 


Alberta’s Mandatory Ignition Interlock Program 


Effective July 1, 2008, Alberta’s Mandatory 
Ignition Interlock Program will come into effect 
for Alberta drivers who have: 

• Been convicted of drinking and driving with 
a blood-alcohol reading of double the legal 
limit or higher. 


After serving the prohibition period, drivers must apply to the Alberta Transportation Safety Board 
to have an ignition interlock device installed in their vehicle of choice at their own expense. 

The ignition interlock is an alcohol-sensing device attached to a vehicle’s ignition system. When 
alcohol is detected the driver will not be able to start or drive the vehicle. The device also calls for 
random breath samples. Reinstatement or unrestricted driving privileges at the end of six months 
depends on the participant’s performance in the Program. 


• Refused to provide a breath or blood sample. 

• Been a repeat offender during the preceding 
10-year period. 


The Mandatory Ignition Interlock Program is part of the Alberta Government’s commitment 
to increase safety on our roads and decrease drinking-and-driving incidences.

Liberal leader 
prepares to sell 
‘Green Shift’ 

A bullish Stephane Dion says 
he's confident he can win 
over Canadians with his 
party's climate change plan, 
even though it will mean 
higher energy costs. 

"It's a debate and we in¬ 
tend to win it because we 
have a good pohcy, good val¬ 


ues," Dion said. 

"It's the first time in his¬ 
tory I guess that you have 
this debate about climate 
change that may be at the 
core of an election," Dion 
said, hinting that his party, 
after several missed opportu¬ 
nities, may finally be ready to 
topple the minority Tories. 

The Liberal leader, fresh 
from unveihng the pohcy last 
week, is in the early days of a 


nationwide, summer sales 
pitch to sell Canadians on the 
strategy for tackling green¬ 
house gas emissions. 

Dion defended the twin 
goals of his party's ambitious 


"Green Shift" to curb green¬ 
house gas emissions while at 
the same time reforming the 
country's tax system to put 
more money in the wallets of 
the poor. 


"I have received some crit¬ 
icism, 'why is it about help¬ 
ing the poor? That has 
nothing to do with climate 
change and the environ¬ 
ment'," Dion said. 

Under the Liberal pro¬ 
posal, a carbon tax would be 
slapped on fossil fuels, mean¬ 
ing higher costs for individu¬ 
als, homeowners and 
businesses. 

But Dion has promised the 


Liberal plan will be revenue 
neutral and that the federal 
tax windfall, estimated to be 
about $15 biUion, wiU be re¬ 
turned to individuals and 
corporations in the form of 
tax breaks. Dion, who has 
staked his own political fu¬ 
ture on the green plan, hinted 
that current debate is just the 
prelude for an election battle 
that could come this fall.

CSIS scolded in terror case 


The Supreme Court yester¬ 
day scolded the country's spy 
agency for destroying evi¬ 
dence about a man 
fighting deportation 
over alleged terror 
links, in the govern¬ 
ment's second loss in a 
high-profile security 
case this week. 

But the Supreme 
Court refused to completely 
stop the case against Adil 
Charkaoui, a Moroccan na¬ 
tional living as a legal immi¬ 
grant in Montreal. 

Authorities allege he 
trained at an al Qaeda camp 
in Afghanistan. 


CSIS had a duty to give im¬ 
migration officials all of in¬ 
formation it had on 
Charkaoui when 
they were deciding 
whether to consider 
him a threat to na¬ 
tional security. 
Charkaoui denies he 
has any links to al 
Qaeda. Charkaoui 
argued CSIS violated his 
rights by destroying notes 
made during interviews with 
him, making them unavail¬ 
able to a judge deciding if the 
government was right to 
issue a security certificate 
against him. reuters

B.C. top 

Recent bust shows 
evidence drugs 
headed abroad

Qne week after busting the 
biggest drug lab in B.C.'s his¬ 
tory, police are calling the 
province a leader in drug 
production. 

Insp. Brian Cantera of the 
RCMP's national drug en¬ 
forcement branch introduced 
the term "super lab" at a 
news conference yesterday 
while standing next to eight 
bags of colourful ecstasy 
tablets discovered while exe¬ 
cuting a search warrant on a 
Richmond barn last Friday. 

'A super lab is a clandes¬ 
tine lab which is capable of 
producing more than five 
kilograms of finished syn¬ 
thetic drugs," said Cantera. 

He added that inside the 
barn, police discovered more 


than 100 kg of "pure, crystal¬ 
lized ecstasy product" — 
enough to fill 14 detergent¬ 
sized buckets — and an esti¬ 


mated one million pressed 
tablets. 

There were also two fully- 
automated pill presses that 


were capable of producing 
8,000 to 12,000 pills each in 
an hour, various chemicals 
used in making drugs, explo¬ 
sive devices and nine fully- 
automatic weapons. 

Cantera said the sophisti¬ 
cated lab had been active for 
several months and was 
linked to organized crime. 
There was also evidence the 
drugs produced were in¬ 
tended for export out of 
country. 

Cpl. Richard De Jong of the 
RCMP's drugs and organized 
crime squad said that such 
labs cause considerable dam¬ 
age to the environment and 
that every one kg of ecstacy 
produced equals seven to 10 
kg of waste. 

The RCMP says organized 
crime groups active in B.C. 
are earning extreme profits 
off the world drug trade and 
there are a number of inter¬ 
national investigations com¬ 
ing out of B.C. 


Court rebukes Gomery findings 


Blasts judge for 
comments made 
out of court room 

A federal judge has delivered 
a scathing rebuke of the re¬ 
port of a 2005 official inquiry 
that said former Prime Min¬ 
ister Jean Chretien was 
partly responsible for a kick- 
backs scandal that helped 
knock the Liberal govern¬ 
ment from power. 

The inquiry's head, former 
Judge John Gomery, was bi¬ 
ased and was too concerned 
with keeping media attention 


kickbacks 

Gomery's 2005 report 
put some of the blame on 
Chretien and his chief of 
staff, Jean Pelletier, but 
also found there was no 
evidence that either man 
was directly involved in 
any kickbacks.

Gun control dealt blow in U.S. iromf

Individuals have 
right to bear arms: 
Supreme Court 

Individual Americans have a 
right to own guns, the 
Supreme Court ruled yester¬ 
day for the first time in the 
country's history, striking 
down a strict gun control law 
in the U.S. capital. 

The landmark 5-4 ruling 
marked the first time in 


nearly 70 years the high court 
has addressed the Second 
Amendment of the U.S. Con¬ 
stitution. It rejected the argu¬ 
ment that the right to keep 
and bear arms was tied to 
service in a state militia. 

Justice Antonin Scaha said 
for the majority, the Second 
Amendment protects an indi¬ 
vidual right to possess a 
firearm unconnected with 
mihtia service and to use it for 
traditional lawful purposes.

However, he said the new 
right was not unlimited. 

The court struck down two 
parts of the country's strictest 
gun control law adopted in

Doctors Without 
Borders says aid

Somalis face mass starvation, 
with snipers, bombers and 
kidnappers increasingly tar¬ 
geting aid workers and civil¬ 
ians in the African nation, aid 
organization Doctors Without 
Borders said yesterday. 

The group, also known by 
its French name Medecins 
Sans Frontieres or MSF, has 
withdrawn international 
staff amid the humanitarian 


crisis because of violence 
from an Islamist-led insur¬ 
gency against the Somali gov¬ 
ernment and its Ethiopian 
allies. 

Violence against civilians 
has come from all sides, MSF 
said in a conference call. 
Refugees are crammed into 
dirty shelters while prices for 


rice and corn have tripled 
since the start of 2008. 

"Every time we think that 
it can't get much worse, it 
does," said Nicolas de Tor- 
rente, executive director of 
MSF in the United States.

While cultivation of the 
opium poppy stabilized or 
dropped in many parts of 
Afghanistan, five southern 
regions controlled by Taliban 
militants produced enough 
poppy to double the worlds 
opium output between 2005 
and 2007, the U.N. Office on 
Drugs and Crime said in its 
World Drug Report 2008. 


On the other 
side of the world 
in Colombia, coca 
cultivation rose 
by 27 percent in 
2007, but cocaine 
production was 
concentrated in 
just 10 of the 
country's 195 
municipalities. 

Afghanistan remained the 
world's top heroin producer 
last year while Colombia was 
the foremost producer of co¬ 
caine. "In Colombia, just hke

Fossett search straining budget 


National Guard 
picked up tab for 
missing millionaire 

The cost of searching for 
missing adventurer Steve 
Fossett — estimated at $1.6 
million — has strained the 
Nevada National Guard's 
training budget as one of its 
units prepares to deploy 


overseas, according to a Ne¬ 
vada state audit. 

An Illinois judge declared 
Fossett legally dead in Febru¬ 
ary, five months after the air¬ 
plane the millionaire 
adventurer was flying disap¬ 
peared over Nevada. 

Fossett, a 63-year-old 
holder of several aviation 
and sailing records, vanished 
with his airplane after taking 


off from a private airstrip in 
western Nevada, one of the 
most remote and uninhab¬ 
ited regions of the continen¬ 
tal United States, on Sept. 3. 

An exhaustive search 
failed to find any wreckage. 
The commanding officer of 
the state's National Guard 
now wants the state to reim¬

Over the next 
three years, the Canadian 
market for CDs will drop 
by 50 per cent. 

And as for vinyl records? 
Sales are up 36 per cent 
this year. 

Go figure.

ESSENTIALLY, Wanted 
is two flicks in one. First, and 
most astutely, it’s a movie about 
the importance of destiny; a 
film that’s not afraid to ask the 
audience to consider their fate 
and purpose of being in life. 


Although that may sound un- 
appetizingly existential for 
hardcore action fans, consider 
the second movie that mostly 
comprises Wanted: A non-stop 
thriller about a secret society of 
assassins who shoot people in 
an impossibly cool fashion. 

Wesley Gibson (James McAvoy 
of Atonement) is a bored, unin¬ 
spired office jockey who be¬ 
grudgingly takes abuse from his 
donut-famished boss, an adul¬ 
terous girlfriend and his best 
buddy (who’s also the person 
sleeping with his girlfriend). 



When Wesley is swept away to 
a secret fraternity by a sexy 
woman appropriately named 
Fox (Angelina Joiie), he finds 
out his true purpose and be¬ 
comes a super-skilled killer des¬ 
tined to seek revenge for his fa¬ 


ther’s murder. 

Directed by Timur Bekmam¬ 
betov (Nightwatch), Wanted 
makes an impressive Hollywood 
debut for the Russian filmmak¬ 
er. Indeed, the visuals are in¬ 
credibly impressive as Bekmam¬ 
betov conjures up a creative 
combination of computer ef¬ 
fects and live action in order to 
flip cars, derail trains and most 
notably, bend bullets around 
objects. 

Sure, it’s a bit reminiscent of 
The Matrix trilogy’s style, but 
where that series grew self-in¬ 


dulgent; this film has a quirky 
self-assuredness and sense of 
humor that gives balance to the 
darkness of the material. 

As for the cast, you can’t go 
wrong putting Joiie in a film 
like this, but giving her a 
groovy little character twist re¬ 
ally adds something special to 
the end. 

And McAvoy makes for an es¬ 
pecially surprising addition to 
the genre. Who knew a modest 
little Scottish thespian would 
make such a powerhouse action 
hero?

JECT it explores. Expelled 
is either going to comfort 
or infuriate most of the 
people who see it. That’s a 
shame, since the middle 
ground — curiosity mixed 
with healthy skepticism — 
is probably the wisest reac¬ 
tion to this film featuring 
writer and TV personality 
Ben Stein as narrator and 
host. The film follows 
Stein on a journey, as he 
explores a controversy 
that’s been simmering for 
years in the U.S. about In¬ 


telligent Design, a school 
of thought that suggests 
that some evidence of in¬ 
nate logic or plan might 
explain the gaps in evolu¬ 
tionary theory. It’s been 
called a Trojan horse for 
Creationism, with some 
good cause, but its defend¬ 
ers charge that anyone 
who dares speak its name 
in the hallowed halls of ac¬ 
ademia are subject to loss 
of tenure, jobs and reputa¬ 
tion. Needless to say, there 
are proponents on both 
sides of the issue willing 
to argue adamantly for 
their case — you need only 
visit the film’s web site, or 
expelledexposed.com to 
explore their arguments. 

If you’re already con¬ 
vinced of either viewpoint, 
then actually seeing the 
film is almost beside the 
point; it’s those in the 


design 

middle who might actual¬ 
ly benefit from a viewing. 

The ID side of the debate 
is hammered home with 
occasionally overexplicit 
visual counterpoints, and 
there have been charged of 
deceitful practice in ob¬ 
taining interviews, but 
Stein and the film make a 
few queries worth asking, 
such as why Darwin’s 
more vociferous defenders 
often sound so high-hand¬ 
ed, even emotional, about 
a theory they claim is 
proved with rational evi¬ 
dence, and how Darwin’s 
theory was so easily trans¬ 
formed into a justification 
for one of the most barbar¬ 
ic social programs of the 
last century — eugenics, 
which was ultimately en¬ 
acted on a lethal and mon¬ 
strous scale by Nazi Ger¬ 
many.

mm PERHAPS IP Argentina or Chile 
had a winning soccer team or their own 
Pele, their periods of political oppression 
— with thousands exiled, arrested and 
“disappeared” — might have been more 
easily forgotten today. 

That’s the sort of thought that you 
can’t help entertaining while watching 
Cao Hamburger’s film about a young 
boy’s ricochet between despair and ela¬ 
tion in the summer of 1970, when his rad¬ 
ical parents drop him off at his grandpar¬ 
ents while they go into hiding from 
Brazil’s military dictatorship, promising 
to return to watch the World Cup with 
him. 

Unfortunately, the grandfather suffers 
a fatal heart attack mere minutes before 
his parents arrive, and Mauro (Michel 
Joelsas) is left in the care of a community 
of elderly Jews in a suburb full of other 
immigrants in the process of being ab¬ 
sorbed into Brazil’s polyglot culture. It’s 
the grandfather’s neighbour (Germano 
Haiut) who grudgingly takes on most of 
the burden of making sure Mauro eats 
and bathes, and viewers will be forgiven

for anticipating correctly that the boy 
and the old man “develop a bond,” as crit¬ 
ics have reflexively summarized so many 
similar cinematic relationships over the 
years. 

It’s only Hamburger’s flat tone and low- 
key visual style that keeps the sentimen¬ 
tality from becoming saccharine, and 
while Mauro’s role is wildly underwrit¬ 
ten, it’s a credit to Joelsas and the other 
child actors in the film — what is it about 
Brazil that produces so many great child 
actors? — that it can ignored most of the 
time. Unfortunately, it soft-pedals the gut- 
punch at the climax of the film, which ul¬ 
timately feels more like an afterthought.
